It came after a 
series of raids on the American dol­ 
lar in Europe, particularly in Paris. 
It apparently was the adm inistra­ 
tion’s reply to these attacks on the 
American gold standard. 
Sweeping Probe 
The investigation will be the most 
sweeping 
undertaken 
into 
stock 
transactions in several decades. 
A 
subpoena has been issued for R ich­ 
ard W hitney, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange, ordering him' 
to report before the com m ittee M on­ 
day with all records touching upon 
short-selling. 
The comm ittee pass­ 
ed a special motion, authorizing this 
subpoena, in order to make it im ­ 
mune to legal attack. 
W hitney was ordered to bring with 
him a list of corporations in whose 
stock there is a short account in ex­ 
cess of 10,000 shares; the total num ­ 
ber of shares of such stock in which 
there is a short interest; a list of all 
stock exchange members, through 
whom this stock was traded;

Q O C IE I V can draw encouragem ent from the recent report of 


the police commissioner of New York City.

Crimes of all kinds increased during the past year, the in­ 


crease being due in part at least to the large num ber of u n e m ­ 


ployed. 
In every large city into which thousands of hungry 


jobless men have crowded for food and shelter there has been 


a disturbing increase in crime. 


The most disturbing conclusion arrived at from a study of 


the report is that the great majority of the malefactors are boys 


between Tie ages of 17 and 2 1 years, who, the police com m is­ 


sioner says, are versatile in crime, apparently void of conscience 


and indifferent to consequences. 


If it is true that crime is a disease, 
requiring treatm ent 
rather than punishment, what is that dread malady which has at­ 
tacked the youth of America? 
O ne senses that it is lack of dis­ 
cipline in early youth. 


Commissioner Mulrooney describes the young criminal as 
an undisciplined savage rather than an unfortunate victim of 
circumstances, environm ent and inheritance, who cold-bloodedly 
and calmly recites the details of the planning and execution of 
ruthless crimes. 
W here the proper discipline is lacking in the home, the bur­ 
den ot discipline is placed upon the law in later years.

After the large vote on Philippine independence in the lower branch 
of Congress, it seems safe to assum e th a t the Filipinos are going to be 
free. 
It is probably no longer a question of principle, but merely of de 
tail. 
T here is said to be a safe m ajority for this step in the Senate, even 
if President Hoover should use the veto. 


The Senate m easure under consideration proposes independence in 
15 years instead of eight, if the natives vote for it in a plebiscite. 
The 
House m easure provides now", w"ith finality, for unqualified independence 
in eight years. 
A compromise can probably be arrived at w ithout m uch 
difficulty. 
W hen 
the islands are free, w hat of them , and w hat of us? 
Here 
is an interesting question for discussion when m ore pressing domestic 
problems have been solved. 
A pparently the United States, as a world power, is inclined to pull in 
its horns. 
Foreign conquest no longer looks good to us—or a t least, to 
our legislators in W ashington. 
We shall still m aintain a naval base in the Philippines, for the use 
of our warsh ps in their world errands, and for the protection of our 
shipping and other interests in th a t quarter of the w"orld. 
Unless we 
guarantee Philippine independence, w’hich we are not likely to do, 
we 
shall not need so strong a navy. 
American comm ercial rights, we m ay 
assume, will be safeguarded. 
We may profit as m uch from friendly and voluntary co-operation as 
w"e have profited from political control. 
We shall be less involved in 
Asia’s affairs, and less vulnerable.

here May 26 to June 1 next. 
Hundreds of delegates from all 
over the world are expected to a t­ 
tend the assembly here. 
The West Africa Mission report 
was the first of the scores of m is­ 
sion reports to be received at "he 
headquarters of 
the 
Presbyterian 
Board in New York City. 
It reveals that the average Sun­ 
day m orning attendance in 54 or­ 
ganized churches in West Africa 
totals 112,000. 
* 
Of the 54 churches, 25 arc sHH 
supporting. 
A new brick church is under con­ 
struction at Elat, to seat a con­ 
gregation of 3.000. Forty chiefs in 
the Yaounde district are prepared 
to build houses 
and
